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Pressing Toward The Mark

s 

Phil 3:14, “I press toward the mark for 
the prize of the high calling of God in Je- 
sus Christ.” 

Gal. 6:9b, “In due season we shall reap, 
if we faint not.” 

These words of Paul are evidently ad- 
dressed to Christians, therefore, we may 
well consider them and see what message 
they bear for us. 

As these two passages are carefully 
thought upon, it is seen that above five 
statements or facts are set forth, and sev- 
eral implications left. In the first place, 
Paul says that he is pressing, or overcom- 
ing resistance that would hinder his prog- 
ress, and implies that there are people 
who perhaps would like to go toward the 
mark but are not sufficiently interested 
to put forth any very great effort to get 
there. It must be then that they are de- 
ceived by some means, as_ we shall see 
later. 

He refers to the goal as “the mark,” 
and does not allow ,for any other true 
mark in life. That is, pursuing this mark 
is the only altogether worth-while use 
to make of one’s life. Therefore, any per- 
son who follows another ideal is going 
astray or perhaps falling short of the 
best good for a-human life. Now of 
course many of these people do not walk 
in error consciously because they are per- 
suaded that “the mark” is inferior, but 
they have fallen prey to the subtility of 
the deceiver, whose every effort is di- 
rected toward preventing people from 
reaching “the mark.” And _ rarely does 
Satan use the same propaganda on differ- 
ent individuals: he destroys the faith of 
some and persuades them that it isn’t 
worth the effort, while others he makes 
to doubt if God really is and if there ever 
was anything to it in the first place, and 
teaches them to lay toc much importance 
on temporal values; but those whom he 
wins from the truth usually cannot see 
the matter so clearly—their doubt and 
confusion is with all sincerity. 

But it is not my purpose to dwell at 
length upon “the weights of sin which 
so easily beset us,” for all of us do too 
much of that as it is. And we know that 
when, in the dark valley, we begin to re- 
flect on our own disappointments and 
try to figure it all out, the perplexing 
sorrows and griefs sometimes seem to ga- 
ther upon us until we are forced to the 
verge of despair and hopelessness. Then 
there is no solace, no one to turn to, but 
to abandon ourselves in tears of bitterness. 
And if you will think back to that time 
I have described and imagine if at that 
moment of perhaps near desperation, the 
almighty God were, with a single sweep 
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of His infinite grace, to utterly dissolve 
every sorrow and leave the mind pure 
and overflowing with the peace of Christ 
which “passeth all understanding,” oh, 
what a peace that would be; what abun- 
dance of the “joy unspeakable and full 
of glory.” 

And it is even so. The course of this 
life may be through the valley, and will 
not always hold the riches of joy, but it is 
God’s “high calling” for us, and when 
through faith in God we do reach the 
mark, then we shall, by a single act 
of God’s amazing grace, receive the 
““prize”—the banishment of every heart- 
ache and care, and enter into the pure 
joy of the holiness of the presence of 
Christ. And that is a worthy motive for 
pressing on. Do not have the attitude of 
continually defeating obstacles, but 
rather of drawing nearer to the prize, 


which, if God be real, cannot fail to ex- 
ist. And so, what a prize! It may be that 
here we have misunderstandings and sor- 
row and near-despair, but at that moment 
every care and discouragement will dis- 
appear, perhaps much as a wisp of steam 
vanishes in the air, and every faithful- 
ness and effort will be rewarded—then 
indeed “we'll be satisfied” that we did 
not give up. 

Oh, how great that joy will be! It is 
impossible for human beings, who have 
never been able to isolate themselves from 
the effects of sin on every hand, to imag- 
ine what it will be when purity and right- 
eousness are supreme. It is just impossible. 
“Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God hath prepared 
for them that love him.” 1 Cor. 2:9. 
Sometimes we can conceive glimpses of 
this perfection, as the abolition of war, 
or fraud by those in authority, or of 
sickness and death, but who can conceive 
the whole? 

Satan’s object is to condemn souls to

I fully believe that there was 
something in Paul’s words when he was 
first brought before Felix, that touched 
the governor’s heart and he deferred to 
hear Paul until a later date. 

Acts 24:24, “And after certain days, 
when Felix came with his wife Drusilla, 
which was a Jewess, he sent for Paul, and 
heard him concerning ‘the faith in 
Christ.”

to God.” 

While, Christ was the Son of God, even 
God, 1 Tim. 3:16, possessing all the pow- 
er of both heaven and earth, Matt. 28: 
18, the Teacher of teachers, Prophet of 
prophets, Physician of physicians, Lawyer 
of lawyers, yet He used evangelism as His 
personal means of attending to His 
Father’s business. New names written in 
heaven was His best reason for rejoicing. 
The joy of soul-winning all should know. 
His signs, wonders, and miracles all work 
together in creating faith in Him as a 
savior of men. And, the Church in its 
early history both lived and labored to 
the same end. Evangelism was, and is yet, 
His ordained means of calling souls out 
of sin and calling them together, and 
thereby establishing and raising His 
Church to its place of influence and use- 
fulness. Spirit-born, sanctified, Holy- 
Ghost-filled workers, overflowing with

If we, you and me, as workers 
with Him, hold His favor, we will do so 
by abiding in the calling wherewith He 
has called us.-If ministers escape His woe 
on one hand and His curse on the other, it 
will be because we not only preach the 
Word, but preach it right, in the same 
spirit and to the same end that He 
preached it. 

Where the evangelistic spirit is absent 
you will find a dead church, for the 
Church owes its existence and it lives and 
thrives upon evangelism. Its first work 
after the outpouring of the Holy Ghost 
was revival work, and this followed a 
prayer meeting which had continued for 
about seven to ten days. It was then that 
Peter could preach with such earnestness 
and power that men cried, “What must 
we do?” They were pricked in their 
hearts. They obeyed. They received the 
gospel, and received it gladly. Three thou- 
sand were converted. It was a Holy-Ghost 
revival. Something definite and worth 
while took place in their lives for they 
“continued steadfastly in the apostles’ 
doctrine and fellowship.” Acts 2:42. The 
outstanding facts in this revival were, 
PRAYER THAT WENT THROUGH, 
then PREACHING THE GOSPEL IN 
DEMONSTRATION OF THE SPiRIT 
AND POWER. 


With all the force at his command, 
Paul charged Timothy to preach the 
Word, charging him before the Lord Jesus 
Christ at His appearing and kingdom, to 
be instant in season, out of season, re- 
prove, rebuke and exhort with all long- 
suffering and doctrine, for Christ is to 
cleanse and sanctify the Church by the 
Word. Eph. 5:26. Even our food is to be 
sanctified with the Word of God and 
prayer, 1 Tim. 4:5. We must not take 
ourselves and things for granted, then 
come to the pulpit to rant about empty 
pews and dead services. In such cases the 
congregation has a right to complain 
about lifeless and empty preachers. 

There is, as ever, tremendous power in 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, when accom- 
panied by the Spirit of God. Many nomi- 
nal movements and modern workers seem 
to have given up gospel preaching in the 


Bible way, as a sure means of soul win- 
ning, and for that reason no more do we 
hear the shout of newborn souls in their 
ranks. Dead, formal, compromising re- 
ligious workers have been and are yet the 
greatest hindrance to soul-saving. If 
preaching the Word in demonstration of 
the Spirit and power doesn’t reach men, 
they are doomed. Many ask why it is that 
the masses are not attending their meet- 
ings. Because so much of their sermon is 
void of the truth. The whole truth would 
cut down the leaders and kill their drama- 
tized plays. There is a turning from the 
Bible as a textbook, and from the per- 
sonal leadership of the Holy Ghost. One 
well-known editor referred to some article 
as containing enough material for scores 
of sermons. 


Too many ministers spend their time 
in idleness, or else busybody in other 
men’s matters, waiting for the week end 
to bring the religious magazine with a 
sermon cutline or theme, when they 
should have spent a couple of days in 
prayer to God in the study of His Word, 
getting a message from heaven. Personal 
contact and teamwork is of inestimable 
value in persuading souls to attend meet- 
ing, but remember, to hear and heed the 
Word of God is essential to salvation. 
Heb. 2:1-3. There is no substitute for 
the Word of God delivered under the 
anointing of the Holy Ghost. It becomes 
our high privilege and solemn duty to 
give and help people to a reasonable, un- 
derstandable explanation of the gospel 
that we teach and preach, then to do all 
within our power to help them to accept, 
because it is the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
Therefore, the Church appreciates minis- 
ters who can preach the truth and look 
the world and Satan in the face; minis- 
ters who are sound from center to cir- 
cumference, true to their hearts’ core; 
ministers with the mind and spirit of 
Christ, with a will and conscience as 
steady as a needle to the north pole; who 
are neither cowardly nor for sale; who 
will stand for right even though the stars 
fall and the earth reel and rock; who 
neither brag nor boast, but whose works 
testify of them; ministers in whom the 
rivers of living waters run deep and 
swift; ministers who know their message 
and deliver it; know their place and fill 
it; know their business and attend to it; 
who will neither lie, shun, shirk, squirm, 
duck nor dodge; who are not too lazy 
to work nor too proud to take common 
fare; who are willing to eat what they 
have earned; wear what they can pay for; 
who can, with thanksgiving, receive an 
offering though it be much or little; min- 
isters who are willing to say “No, I can- 
not afford it” with emphasis; ministers 
who believe in government and are will- 
ing to be governed; who love and appre- 
ciate the Church and use care as to whom 
they receive into it; last, but not least, 
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ministers whose burden and chief concern 
is to win and hold souls for Christ. This 
kind of ministers is in demand, both for 
evangelistic and pastoral work. 

It is not an easy job to become a real, 
Scriptural minister. It is much easier for 
them to copy after some man than it is 
THE man. Remember, Jesus is the one 
that called you, and He said, ‘Follow 
thou me.” He left us an example that we 
should follow in His steps. He gave us 
His message to deliver. He prayed that 
we might receive His Spirit, that we 
might have power to deliver that mes- 
sage, and He has promised to divide the 
spoil with the strong.

band of faithful workers who had stood 
faithfully by him in spite of storms and 
strife. After entrusting the work into the 
hands of the workers and others, he said 
farewell to everyone. It was surely the 
most sad parting, for we had not been 
parted for the past thirteen years. The 
last time Brother Cook went on furlough 
in 1923, he had only a few assemblies and 
some native workers to stand by him, 
but now he has left us, leaving behind a 
good number of able and faithful work- 
ers, new missionaries, Mr. and Mrs. Case, 
and his eldest son, Brother George, and 
daughter, Sister Blossom, who are both 
really Indianized and know our language 
well. Above all, we praise the Lord that 
He heard cur prayer and allowed us to 
join with the Church of God in America. 
The Lord has revealed His plan for this 
work through tongues and interpreta- 
tions, so we keep looking to HIM who 
is the source of all help. 

One special incident which took place 
on Friday really touched my heart. An old 
man of seventy-two years of age heard 
that Brother Cook was returning to 
America, so he came walking all the way 
from his kome eighteen miles away, to say 
good-bye. When he arrived here he was 
all tired out and trembling, but he said, 
“I want to see Sahib (Brother Cook).” I 
at once went in and told Brother Cook 
that an old man wished to see him. Since 
Brother Brother Cook was very tired and 
weak, he told me to call the old man into 
his bedroom, which I did. After a short 
conversation they hugged each other, but 
before leaving, the old man opened his 
purse and took one rupee (about 35 
cents) and presented it to Brother Cook. 
It was a wonderful thing to see such an 
old man. who was not even in our fel- 
lowship give this .love-gift, after having 
walked such a long distance in the hot 
sun. Brother Cook could not help but 
shed tears of joy when he saw this noble 
offering. ; 

The next few days were very busy ones 
spent in packing and last-minute opera- 
tions, but on Sunday there was a baptis- 
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mal service when Brother Cook had the 
joy of baptizing six souls (five of whom 
are Mount Zion Sunday School students) 
on the profession of their faith in Christ 
Jesus. Sunday evening there was a pro- 
gram given by the public of Mulakuzha 
in honor of Brother and Sister Cook. A 
beautiful address was presented to them 
and they were the recipients of numerous 
presents from the Mount Zion Sunday 
School children on this occasion. All these 
meetings held here and there showed how 
much the people care for Brother and Sis- 
ter Cook. 

The following day, Monday, was un- 
fortunately the painful day of parting. It 
was almost impossible for us to bear our 
sorrows and to think that our beloved 
missionaries were going to leave us for a 
short time. How could we see them go 
after we had learned to love them so? The 
parting grieved us as well as them, but 
we were encouraged when we thought of 
the hope which we have in Christ Jesus. 
Thank God for that. We know that if we 
do not meet here on this earth we will 
meet up there. HALLELUJAH! 

We accompanied them to the rail- 
way station at Kottarakara, about thir- 
ty miles from headquarters. Before we 
went to the station, there was a farewell 
meeting held in our church at Kottaraka- 
ra. After the meeting all the people went 
to the station. The parting scene cannot 
be described. May God keep them safe and 
bring them back to us soon is our earn- 
est prayer. Though Brother and Sister 
Cook are separated from us bodily, we 
cannot forget them at any moment, as 
Brother Cook was the first Pentecostal 
missionary to bring the full-gospel truths 
to this southern part of India. We are 
somewhat anxious because of war rumors, 
but we trust God to take care of His own 
in spite of all the dangers which may be 
lurking around them. God be with them 
till me meet again, if not here on this 
earth, up there. Praise God for this won- 
derful hope—T. M. Varughese, Field 
Secretary.

(Continued trom page 3) 
hell, and in his overmastering greed to 
do this more hastily he brings about ha- 
tred and enmity, pleasure-madness, sick- 
ness, and pride, and in those countries 
where sin abounds most, the average 
length of life is shortest. How glorious 
will it be then, when every evil influence 
is destroyed! Then the child may play 
with the lion as with a puppy, when the 
love of God is shed abroad; the land will 
produce so bountifully that the reaper 
will overtake the sower—no problem of 
unemployment—, and the government 
will be so righteous that there will be no 
unnecessary expenditures nor want of 
justice. Thus without the blighting of sin 
we shall live a thousand years and be as 
in the prime of life! 

Yes, it will be supremely glorious, but 
our writer tells us the reaping is to be 
“in due season,” and implies that there 
will be those who faint before they ar- 
rive. It is because they lose faith. They 
fail to keep the “prize” before them as a 
living actual reality, and begin to look 
too much at the things of the present.
